President Arthur to Kmperor William.

EXECUTIVE MANSION, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 22. 
To His Majesty William, Emperor of Ger- 
many: 
I have received, with mnch satisfaction as

The application is resisted 
by the uncle of the deceased father, whose 
daughter married August Kronsbein, the eu. 
rator for the children, appointed by the Pro- 
bate Court, March 8 The grandmother 
states that for six months past the 
little girls have been in the charge of J. Q. 
Niederhof, the great-uncle. The father was a 
restaurant keeper on Third street, who died 
last August, leaving a small estate. For the 
parties contesting the grandmother's Claim 
tor the care of the children it 
is alleged that she did not 
take proper care of them before and that all 
efforts on her partto induce the children to 
return to her have been resisted by the little 
ones themselves. It is a somewhat bitter fam- 
ily fight. 

The evidence inthe contested case for the 
guardianship of Natalie and Stella Frank, two 
ittle orphan girls, showed that during the 
lifetime of the father the children were placed 
in care of the grandmother.

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THE BROWNSVILLE TORNADO. 


Description of the Cyclone |by One of the 
Sufierers. 

W.P. Walton, proprietor ofthe City hotel, 
at Brownsville, Mo., which was destroyed by 
the recent tornado, arrived in the city this 
morning and registered at Hotel Barnum. He 
is here tor the purpose of procuring new fur- 
niture and completing arrangements for 


the rebuilding of his hotel. He 
was met today by a reporter 
of the PostT-DISPaTCH, but was pressed 


for time and could only engage in a moment’s 
conversation concerning the tornado. Mr. 
Walton said that Wednesday last had been a 
beautiful day—clear, bright and pleasant, 
continuing thus until about4o’clock in the 
afternoon, when a few clouds gathered ana 
partially obscured the sun. One cloud in 
particular attracted attention on account of 
its shape and color, and the people predicted 
ahailstorm. The cloud was of a greenisn 
tinge and funnel-shaped, and the sun gave it 
& silver lining that made it an interesting 


sight. It was noticed to be moving rapidly, 
but no thought of a cyclone was entertained 
until the cloud was almost upon the town. 
Then came a deafening roarthat startied the 
people; signs were blown down, doors Danged 
to, window-sbutters came together with a 
crash and everybody began to seek shel. 
ter. The tornado proper was like 
an explosion. It seemed only a 
minute trom the time the first house was de | 
molished until the whole work of destruction 
was complete and the cyclone vanished. Mr. 
Walton, with his wife and child, was in a back 
room of the City Hotel and escaped without 
particularinjury. The hotel was damaged to 
the extent of $2,500,-nut only $500 of that 
amonnot is lost by Mr. Walton, for the building

Several of the sufferers are almost 
ruined by the destruction of their dweilinzs 
and piaces of business, and must secure some 
financial accommodation before proceeding to 
rebuild. But the work of improvement will 
be pushed as rapidly as possibie aud the con 

tributions received from ail quarters will do 
wuch toward reviving business.

ADULTERATED TOBACCO. 


TILDEN. 


The Schemes of Cigar Manufacturers for 
swindling Consumers, 
From the New York Sun. 

“There is no doubt,” said a large city man- 
nfacturer, “* that tobacco 18 fixed up in many 
waysin order to prepare it for its various 
markets. A poor tobacco may gain a higher 
marketable value by treatment, although it is 
not possible to madea good article out of a 
had one. The genuine lover of tobacco will 
gi:tinguish between a natural and an artifi- 
cia! flavor, Unless the latter 1s carefully em- 

ioyeue 

ote rhe points to be attended to in cigar 
making are appearance, flavor, color, texture, 
easy draught and evenness In burning. Much 
depends upon the appearance; that is, the 
wrapper. In New Jersey, for instance, a light 
coiored Wrapper must always be used. In 
Pennsylvania and further south it is impossi- 
hie to sell anything but colorados. The New 
England wrapper will alone suit them. Cole 
oracos are, however, not liked in the West, 
even in Colorado itself. In almost every 
Western State, except perhaps Ohio, dealers 
must havea dark, smooth, and somewhat 
oll) wrapper. They won’t touch a light ci- 
var. The beavy, dark wrappers are grown 
mostlyin Pennsylvania. They do not com- 
pare with Eastern wrappers, but Western 
dealers must bave them in all except the 
hisber grades of goods. 

“While the appearance of a cigar is due 
chiefly to its wrapper, its flavor depends upon 
the tilling. The best cigars have Connecticut 
wrappers and Havana filling. This wrapper, 
even pow so highly prized, 1s, however, slow- 
iy deteriorating. It has no longer the 
smooth, clear surface and silky quality of a 
few years ago. It is dry, more friable, and 
has a rougher appearance than formerly— 
that ia, unless it is grown on 4a fresh soil. 
ur domestic tobacco lands are losing some 
of their most eXcellent qualities. We still 
get splendid tobacco from the South, which 
is largely used in the various forms of filling, 
smoking and chewing, but I now refer to the 
jmportant point of wrapping. We cannot do 
as much as we would wish toward improving 
(uve appearance of wrappers—they wii] not 
stand #trong treatment. Certain processes 
are used, however, with fair results. 

“The chemists have an important share in 
our work, as they do nowadays with the 
manipulation of almost every article of hu- 
man consumption. I know fifteen of them 
employed exciusively in the factories of this 
city. It 18 an open secret that their duties 
cousist largely in insuring the evenness of 
goods, flavoring them and improving their ap- 
parent quality. Io the flavoring of wrappers 
they ean do little, though they often color or 
‘spol? them. Itisin the flavoring of fillings 
and in developing and heightening the nar- 
cotic powers of the weed, and thus making it 
marketeble at higher prices, that their ser- 
vices are in demand. I[ do not think that 
opium or its salts are now used by manufac- 
turing tobacconists, thouch there is an absurd 
popular belief to that effect. Nor do I know 
of any leaf that is used toany extent as a sub- 
siitute for tobacco. The ancient cabbage-leaf 
a:sumption isa popular delusion. In Eng- 
land, however, five or six years ago prepared 
cherry leaves were largely used as an adulter- 
ation; but in order to obtain a narcotic effect 
the manufacturers used opium, and the Gov- 
ernment broke up the business by stringent 

laws against such adulterations. I know of 
no other instance of the sort in cigar manu- 
‘,cture, though I have detected aduiterations 
 smeking tobaccos. 

*l cannot name allof the substances used in 
flavoring tobacco. Every manufacturer has 
formulz suited to his particular trade. There 
are some flavors which are in regular use. 
Anouy these vanilla is by far the most exten- 
sively employed. This is used only in the 
fi lines, in the form of an alcoholic tincture 
orextract, and is introduced through a pro- 
cess of absorption. Few cigars are wholly 
free from vanilla, but‘its effects are compara- 
tively harmless when not too freelv used. 
The tonka bean and balsam of fir are also 
much employed in the same way, and for the 
same purpose. Cedar oil is a fine flavor, but 
is seldom used except in a fine quality of 
civar. A really fine cigar can hardly be said 
toimprove under any manipulation beyond 
the necessary curing. 

‘Tbe tobacco flavor may be very well imi- 
tated with a little assistance, of course, from 
the original article. The best thing now 
kuoOWn for that pu. pose is valerian. It is 
very largely used, but as itis accepted by most 
people as an excellent nervine, I shouid not 

usiler its effects injurious. Vanilla and 
valerian are doubtless the most valuable 
chemicals now in vogue among the tobacco- 
hists. By their use the dullest and weakest 
‘tems may be flavored upinto a fair article of 
tobacco. They are largely used in those smok- 
‘ug grades Which are sometimes heavily adul- 
leraled witb coarsely ground barks. Cigar- 
(tie tohacco is the most highly flavored of 
ai, not excepting even chewing tobacco, 
which is well known to be pretty heavily 
prepared, as wesay. Not only valerian and 
Vanilla, but casearilla bark, enters into cigar- 
etle tobaccos. They are generally made of 
very ordinary tobacco, except when prepared 
vy large manufacturers who have a reputa- 
lion to sustain.

Judge Hilton and Stewart. 
New York Letter to Cincinnati Enquirer. 


A variety of comments continue to be made 
on the downfall of the once great house of A. 
T. Stewart & Co. General opinion among 
those who draw their conclusions from a gen- 
eral principle is that toadyism, however im- 
portant may be its success for a time, is a rot- 
ten seed, and eats up the very fruit of which 
it became the center. A. T. Stewart was a 
man whom few cared to cultivate, but Judge 
Hilton undertook to be his cultivator, and 
had so much talent, and what the ladies cai] 
attention, in that branch that to the astonish- 
ment of the public the close-fisted merchant 
left his agreeable satellite $1,000,000 to be his 
executor. This would indicate that Stewart 
believed Hilton to be the best piece of talent 
and devotion in all his circie of ac- 
quaintances to work out the best results for 
Stewart’s fame and his widow’s comfort. 
New York never liked Hilton much, though 
he had been Judge here for a while in the 
flourishing days of Fernando Wood, Tweed, 
Sweeny, and that circle which made a rotten 
principality, like a kind of detached Dublin,of 
uhe Western metropolis. Not much was re- 
membered of Hilton as a Judge, but he was 
known to be the dining comrade of A. T. 
Stewart, and it was alleged that there was 
some slight connection by blood or marriage 
between Hilton and the Stewarts. The 
Judge’s friends intimated this as a reason 
why the merchant left $1,000,000 to an appar- 
ent stranger. Stewart himself was regarded 
as a pretty heartless man, though with some 
independence of character. He had a dry 
funeral, and it was said by cheerfu', worldly 
men that to have paid him  atten- 
tion so many years was hard work, even for 
11,000,000. Soon afterward, when it was an- 
nounced that Hilton had taken the $1,000,000, 
and with it acquired the whole business of 
Stewart, reserving to the widow only her real 
estate, personal property, hotels, ete., 
this was regarded as a pretty bold movement 
of Hilton to pliant himself high in the mer- 
cantile community, and to retire from the 
legal arena. From being Stewart’s lawyer 
and adviser he had become his executor, and 
then his successor. The example was not re- 
garded by moralists as the best, and seemed 
to indicate thatas very rich men grew old or 
rather unscrupulous, adherence to their 
whims, devices and despotisms would pan 
out well. Some of the old men, however, 
who knew that business succé’s is coinci- 
dent with high motives and real labor and 
sacrifice, wagged their heads and said: “We 
will wait and see.’’ We have waited, and we 
have seen. The houseis no more. Hilton is 
still a rich man, but he can not assert hime 
self to the degree he has done since Mr. Stew- 
art’s death.

DARWIN’S PREDECESSOR. 

Like most other important scientific dis- 
coveries, that whichis now permanently as- 
eociated with the name of DARWIN was clear- 
ly foreshadowed many years before. DarR- 
WIN himself, with characteristic honesty, dis- 
claimed all creditso far as originating the 
idea of evolution or development is concern- 
ed. What hedid was to “take the hint,’ so 
to speak, and elaborate it into a definite the- 
ory supported by a vast amount of systema- 
tizedand cumulative evidence. The man who 
gave the hint was JEAN BAPTISTE PIERRE 
ANTOINE DE MONNET,CLevalier de LAMARCK 
born at Bazantin, France, in 1744. After 
brief service in the army he turned his atten- 
tion to medicine, which he finally abandoned 
for the study of botany and zoology. His 
‘*Flore Francaise,” a new method for the 
classification of plants, was published in 

778 and gained him admisaion to the Acade- 
my of Sciences the following year. He wrote 
the botanical portion in two volumes of the 
“Eneyclopedie Methodique,” preparing him- 
selffor the task by careful examination of the 
principal botanical gardens and collections in 
Europe. Afterward be was employed for 
some years in the “Cabinet du Jardin du 
Roi,’? and when the Museum of Natural His- 
tory was established filled one of the chairs 
of zoology. The branch specially assigned 
him was that which treats of the Invertebrata, 
which he had never before thoroughly exam: 
ined. He studied the subject with bis usual 
energy, and the results of these his latest 
labors were embodied in the “Histoire Natu- 
relle des Animaux sans Vertebres,’’ in seven 
volumes, published between 1815 and 1822. 
Other scientific works and memoirs of less 
importance were produced by him, but he is 
now chiefly remembered for his advocacy of 
views in relation to the development of 
species closely resembling those at present 
known as “Darwinian.” As might haye been 
expected from the tone and tendency of 
thoughtin that day, these views were con- 
temptuously rejected by the scientific world, 
and when LAMARCK died in Paris, in 1829, a 
blind old maz, he had already been forgotten 
by allsave a small circle of friends. The 
Lamarckian hypothesis, if we may call it 
such, was, to a certain extent, aecepted, and 


presented in popular shape by the still 
unknown author of the ‘*Vestiges of 
Creation,.’’ published in England some

LAMARCK and watered by the “Vestiges,’’ 
if DARWIN had not devoted himself to the 
sameline of work. Asit was he came near 
losing the honors of paternity. A _ brother 
naturalist yet living, Mr. ALFRED R. WAL- 
LACE, had struck the same trail, and was al- 
most ready to publish when the ‘‘Origin of 
Species,’? hurried up by DARwIN’s friends, 
appeared, and settled the question of pre- 
cedence for ever. The ‘monkey feature of 
Darwinism was, a8 most persons are aware, 
suggested by Lord MONBODDO, a Scotch 
nobleman of the latter part of the.Jast cen- 
tury, who believed man to beasort of tail- 
less ape—the caudal appendange having 
been, in the course of ages, gradually worn 
off by sitting down. So DARWIN is not “alone 
in his glory,’’ but he has glory, enough to 
more than satisfy much greater ambition 
than can be charged against him.

People talk of crim- 
inals dying game when they control with evi- 
dent effort the black fear and dread gnawings 
of their hearts. SINDRAM seems to have had 
none of this to overcome. His last night was 
spent in playing casino with another con- 
demned man.

He was as eager 
to save his spades and to capture the big 
casino as though death were years away. 
Few men have taken so much interest 
of a thoroughly practical kird in the ma- 
chinery whereby the execution was to be 
effected. SINDRAM was an expert mechanic 
and he begged to be allowed to superintend the 
construction of the gallows, so that he might 
be sure that no accident would occur to mar 
the occasion. Another pointin the case was 
his adhesion to infidelity. Most men of 
Christian lands, when death comes on, turn 
to the Cross at last, no matter what system 
they may have held during their manhood.

How Our Governor Observes the Constitu’ 


tien of the United states. 
ST. Louis, April 22, 1882, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Constitution of the United States un- 
qualifiedly declares that ‘‘There shall bea 
Congress ofthe United States; that the House 
of Representatives of this Congress shall be 
composed of members chosen every two years 
by the people of the several States; that when 


vacancies happen in the representation 
from any State the executive 
authority thereof shall issue writs 


of election to fill such vacancies.’’ The death 
of Hon. Thomas Allen created a vacancy in 
the representation from this State which has 


now existed for several weeks. I ob- 
serve in your paper of yester- 
day that the Governor. of Missouri 


has concluded that he skall not issue a writ of 
election to fill such vVacaucy now when the 
vacancy happens. 

Apart from the policy of having the seat 
filled at this critical period for the people of 
Missouri, when the vital question of the im- 
provement of the Mississippi River has finally 
come to a direct issue, and the thousand other 
enectments and propositions which invariably 
hang fire tillthe close of legislative session 
are coming on to be finally disposed of, it is of 
interest to know upon what theory the order 
ing of the election to fil the vacancy 
in the Second District is indefinitely 
postponed, if it is in fact 
indefinitely postponed. The plain letter of the 
constitutional provision is that the executive 
authority shall isayue writs of election to fill 
vacancies when vacancies happen. Certainly the 
intent is as clear as the letter. The Governor

The Degradation of Missouri. 
From the New York Sun, 19th. 

The final scene in the tragedy of which Jesse 
James has been the hero leaves no doubt in 
regara to the part played by the Governor of 
Missouri. Whatever people may heretofore 
bave thought about his conduct, he now 
stands before the public as an accessory to the 
murder of a murderer. Is there any other 
instance recorded in the history of a civilized 
country where men who expressly declare 
themselves to be guilty ofa deliberate murder 
have been freely pardoned? 

The boldness of the Fords in thus pleading 
guilty immediately upon their arraignment in 
court car be accounted for only by assumiug 
that they had been assured in advance of tne 
pardon which so speedily restored them to lib- 
erty and to the ability treacherously to kill 
others in cold blood as they killed Jesse 
James. 

It may be that such methods of administer- 
ing justice as have been employed in this case 
are Satisfactory to the good people of. the State 
of Missouri. Like their Governor, they way 
believe that the end justifies the means, even 
though the means be the felonious taking of 
human life. 

At this distance from the scene it is impos- 
sible to understand how the welfare of a great 
community can be promoted by raising up one 
crop of murderers to slay another and an 
earlier crop. You get a change in the variety 
of murderers; that is all.

The death of Jesse James was desirable, but 
Gov. Crittenden’s connection with it has been 
disgraceful as well a3 extraordinary.

It says: ‘‘The within 
named Louis P. Kraft is a member im full and 
regular standing of the said Merchants’ Ex- 
change of St. Louis, and is entitled to the pos- 
session of a certificate of membership and to 
all the other rights aud orivileges 
of membership. The defendant's rights 
asamember of the Exchange are of a large 
pecuniary value, which i s constantly increas- 
ing. In188lthe vaiue of such membersbip 
was $250, butis now $500 in open market. These 
memberships are a subject of purchase and 
sale in open markets, and the aefendant, the 
said Exchange, has trequently recognized the 
right of the bolder to sell and assign and 
transfer the said certificate of membership. 
The present market value of Mr. Kraft’s mem- 
bership 1s $500. After May 1, 1582, the said 
membership will be worth much more, as the 
initiation fee will be raised to $2,500. 
It is against equity and good censcience 
that Kraft should enjoy said membership 
when the judgment in favor of the plaintiff is 
etill unsatisfied.’’ The relief asked is in 
equity.

WASHINGTON, April 20.—One of the queer 
social differences between the Hayes and Ar- 
thur Administrations is, that whatever Pres- 
ident Arthur does is voted all right; every- 
body likes him, nobody criticises him, while 
everything poor old grauny Hayes did was 
unmercifully talkea about. The reception to 
the Senate and House last night is a case in 
point. When Mr. and Mrs. Hayes enter- 
tained them they gave a really magnificent 
supper, for which carte blanche was issued, 
and everything was expensive and profuse. 
Now Tuesday night the President invited 
these same people, gave them nothing in the 
way of refreshment except music from the

But suppose 
the poor, unfortunate Hayeses had 
done it! What a howl! The wel- 


kin would have rung again with the 
Hayes stinginess. The apparent caprice 
of pubiic appreciation is not caprice at all; 
itis the public conviction of the difference 
between the two men. Arthur is a man. 
Hayes is only the counterfeit presentment of 
one. Just as Mr. Hayes always appeared to be 
a demagogue and Mrs. Hayes a hunter after 
popularity when they invited ordinary people 
to dine with them socially, so Mr. Arthur ap- 
pears only to be the dignified, simple-man- 
nered and elegant gentleman who remembers 
his old friends when plain folk dine with 
him.

A STRANGE state of affairs is presented in 
our Criminal Court at this writing. The 
Judge has almost physically disabled himself 
by his severe wrestling with the intricacies of 
the anti-gambling law, the Clerk of the Court 
is under indictment for embezzlement, the 
court-room Sheriff is under indictment for 
slandering the police authorities and the 
Circuit Attorney is over in the Court of 
Criminal Correction fighting the attorneys of 
the gamblers, who are trying to have him 
arrested for performing his duty. 


DARWIN’S PREDECESSOR. 

Like most other important scientific dis- 
coveries, that which is now permanently as- 
sociated with the name of DARWIN was clear- 
ly foreshadowed many years before. DarR- 
WIN himself, with characteristic honesty, dis- 
claimed all credit so far as originating the 
idea of evolution or development is concern- 
ed. What hedid was to “take the hint,” so 
to speak, and elaborate it into a definite the- 
ory supported by a vast amount of systema- 
tizedand cumulative evidence. The man who 
gave the hint was JEAN BAPTISTE PIERRE 
ANTOINE DE MONNET,CELevalier de LAMARCK 
born at Bazantin, France, in 1744. After 
brief service in the army he turned his atten- 
tion to medicine, which he finally abandoned 
for the study of botany and zoology. His 
‘*Flore Francaise,” a new method for the 
classification of plants, was published in 
1778 and gained him admission to the Acade- 
my of Sciences the following year. He wrote 
the botanical portion in two volumes of the 
‘“‘Eneyclopedie Methodique,” preparing him- 
selffor the task by careful examination of the 
principal botanical gardens and collections in 
Europe. Afterward he was employed for 
some years in the “Cabinet du Jardin du 
Roi,’? and when the Museum of Natural His- 
tory was established filled one of the chairs 
of zoology. The branch specially assigned 
him was that which treats of the Jnvertebrata, 
which he had never before thoroughly exam: 
ined. He studied the subject with bis usual 
energy, and the results of these his latest 
labors were embodied in the “Histoire Natu- 
relle des Animaux sans Vertebres,’’ in seven 
volumes, published between 1815 and 1822. 
Other scientific works and memoirs of less 
importance were produced by him, but he is 
now chiefly remembered for his advocacy of 
views in relation to the development of 
species closely resembling those at present 
known as “Darwinian.” As might haye been 
expected from the tone and tendency of 
thoughtin that day, these views were con- 
temptuously rejected by the scientific world, 
and when LAMARCK diedin Paris, in 1829, a 
blind old man, he had already been forgotten 
by all save a small circle of friends. The 
Lamarckian hypothesis, if we may cali it 
such, was, to a certain extent, aecepted, and 
presented in popular shape by the still 
unknown author of the ‘*Vestiges of 
Creation,’’ published in England some 
twenty years ago. But the probabilities are 
that nothing of consequence would 
have grown from the small seed planted by 
LAMARCK and watered by the “Vestiges,” 
if DARWIN had not devoted himself to the 
same line of work. Asit was he came near 
losing the honors of paternity. A brother 
naturalist yet living, Mr. ALFRED R. WaAL- 
LACE, had struck the same trail, and was al- 
most ready to publish when the ‘‘Origin of 
Species,’’ burried up by DARWIN’s friends, 
appeared, and settled the question of pre- 
cedence for ever. The monkey feature of 
Darwinism was, as most persons are aware, 
suggested by Lord MONBODDO, a Scotch 
nobleman of the latter part of the last cen- 
tury, Who believed man to bea sort of tail- 
less ape—the caudal appendange having 
been, in the course of ages, gradually worn 


off by sitting down. So DARWIN is not “alone 
in his glory,’’? but he has glory enough to 
more than satisfy much greater ambition 
than can be charged against him.

People talk of crim- 
inals dying game when they control with evi- 
dent effort the black fear and dread gnawings 
of their hearts. SINDRAM seems to have had 
none of this to overcome. His last night was 
spent in playing casino with another con- 
demned man. The affair of the coming morning 
cast no shadow upon him. He was as eager 
to save his spades and to capture the big 
casino as though death were years away. 
Few men have taken so much interest 
of a thoroughly practical kird in the ma- 
chinery whereby the execution was to be 
effected. SINDRAM was an expert mechanic 
and he begged to be allowed to superintend the 
construction of the gallows, go that he might 
be sure that no accident would occur to mar 
the occasion. Another pointinthe case was 
his adhesion to infidelity. Most men of 
Christian lands, when death comes on, turn 
to the Cross at last, no matter what system 
they may have held during their manhood. 
Our beliefs, as HOLMES Says, are tattooed into 
us in our cradies and they come out 
as the years flow ou. SINDRAM defended his 
irreligious convictions to the last and went 
up the gallows smiling at the preacher. He 
took command of the platform, ordered the 
deputy sheriffs around and swung off into 
eternity in a state of mental calm and satis- 
faction which was not shared by the specta- 
tors. MAHnONY’s fantastic poem of “The 
Night Before Larry Was Stretched” is worked 
out in nearly all of its grotesque details in 
SIN DRAM’S death.

ANOTHER PLAIN DISREGARD OF LAW. 


How Our Governor Observes the Constitu’ 
tion of the United states. 
St. Louis, April 22, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Constitution of the United States un- 
qualifiedly declares that ‘‘There shall bea 
Jongress of the United States; that the House 
of Representatives of this Congress shall be 
composed of members chosen every two years 
by the people of the several States; that when 
vacancies happen in the representation 
from any State the executive 
authority thereof shai issue writs 
of election to fill such vacancies.’’ The death 
of Hon. Thomas Allen created a vacancy in 
the representation from this State which has 


now existed for several weeks. I ob- 
serve in your paper of yester- 
day that the Governor of Missouri 


has concluded that he shall not issue a writ of 
election to fill such vacancy now when the 
vacancy happens. 

Apart from the policy of having the seat 
filled at this critical period for the people of 
Missouri, whenthe vital question of the im- 
provement of the Mississippi Kiver has finally 
come to a direct issue, aud the thousand other 
enectments and propositions which invariably 
hang fire tillthe close of legislative session 
are coming on to be finally disposed of, it is of 
interest to know upon what theory the order 


ing of the election to fi/l the vacancy 
in the Second District is indefinitely 
postponed, if it is in fact 


indefinitely postponed. The plain letter of the 
constitutional provision is that the executive 
authority shall issue writs of election to fill 
vacancies when vacancies happen. Certainly the 
intent is as clear as the letter. The Governor 
of Missouri is lawyer enough to know thatthe 
law abbors vacancies in oOflice and Demo- 
crat enough to know that Democracy shudders 
at the thought thereot. What reason deduced 
from the Oonatitution, the law or the prin- 
ciples of his party does he give for withhold 
ing the writ of election in this instance? 
It would be silly to retort that the 
Constitution could not be literally followed 
for the reason thatit would.then be necessary 
to call the election simultaneously with the 
happening of the vacancy; such subterfuge 
would neither deceive nor distract.

The Degradation of Missouri.

The final scene in the tragedy of which Jesse 
James has been the hero leaves no doubt in 
regara to the part played by the Governor ot 
Missouri. Whatever people may heretofore 
have thought about his conduct, he now 
stands before the public as an accessory to the 
murder of a murderer, Is there any other 
instance recorded in the history of a civilized 
country where men who expressly declare 
themsefves to be guilty ofa deliberate murder 
have been freely pardoned? 

The boldness of the Fords in thus pleading 
guilty immediately upon their arraignment in 
court can be accounted for only by assumiug 
that they had been assured in advance of the 
pardon which so speedily restored them to lib- 
erty and to the ability treacherously to kill 
others in cold blood as they killed Jesse 
James. 

It may be that such methods of administer- 
ing justice as have been employed in this case 
are satisfactory to the good people of the State 
of Missouri. Like their Governor, they ay 
believe that the end justifies the means, even 
though the means be the felonious taking of 
human life. 

At this distance from the scene it is impos- 
sible to understand how the welfare of a great 
community can be promoted by raising up one 
crop of murderers to slay another and an 
earlier crop. You get a change in the variety 
of murderers; that is all.

The death of Jesse James was desirable, but 
Gov. Crittenden’s connection with it has been 
disgraceful as well a3 extraordinary. Hiscon- 
duct will be remembered as one of the strang- 
est perversions of the executive power of 
which the Governor gf. a State has ever been 
guilty. For the sake of his feelings the Ford 
boys should have declared themselves inno- 
cent of murder, entering the plea of justifia- 
ble homicide.

It says: ‘‘The witbin 
named Louis P. Kraft is a memberim full and 
regular standing of the said Merchants’ Ex- 


change of St. Louis, and is entitled to the pos- 
session of acertiticate of membership and to 
all the other rights and orivileges 
of membersbip. The defendant’s rights 
asamember of the Exchange are of a large 
pecuniary value, which i s constantly increas- 
ing. In1881the value of such membership 
was $250, butis now $500 in open market. These 
memberships are a subjectof purchase and 
sale in open markets, and the aefendant, the 
said Exchange, has trequently recognized the 
right ot the holder to seil and assign and 
transfer the said certificate of membership. 
The present market value of Mr. Kraft’s mem.- 
bership 1s $500, After May 1, 1582, the said 
membership will be worth much more, as the 
initiation fee will be raised to $2,500. 
It is against equity and good censcience 
that Kraft should enjoy said membership 
when the judgment in favor of the plaintiff is 
still unsatisfied.’’ The relief asked is in 
equity. The suit is causing # great deal of dis-

A CITY'S SUPPLY. 


How St. Louis is Furnished With Milk 
at Dawn and Dusk. 


A Trip Through the Dairies and 
‘Churning-Houses in the 
City.

7,500 Cows Supply the City with 15,000 
Gallons of Milk Daily—The Total 
Daily Consumption of 
Milk 25,000 Gallons. 


Few consumers of the proverbially impure 
lacteal:fluid have any idea of how a large city 
is supplied with milk. The pitchers are hung 
out at the kitchen window and taken in filled 
early in the morning, and beyond this and the 
fact that milk does or ought to come from the 
cow’s udder the housewife knows nothing 
more about this important article of 
food. Toinvestigate the methods of the mer- 
cenary milkinan and examipe the dairy in- 
dustries of the Future Great was the work to 
which a reporter was yesterday assigned. For 
mutual protection and profit the majority of 
the dairymen inthis city formed an organiza- 
tion called the Dairymen’s Association, hav- 


ing for its object the regulation of competition 
andthe maintenance of profitable prices. 
About 610 dairymen doing business and living 
in the city or suburbs joined this 
organization pledging themselves to uphold 
the constitutional objects of the body. Toin- 
sure the enforcement of the association ordi- 
nances, as concerns cleanliness and health, 
an inspector was elected. The position is now 
held by Mr. Crosby, who unexpectedly visitS 
every dairy in the city once or twice a week, 
inspecting the milk, stables andcows. Any 
discovery that he makes is reported to the ex- 
ecutive committee, It it is an unsuit- 
able stable the matter is laid before the com- 
mittee and the member of the association 
is notified of the nuisance, which must be 
abated ora fine is assessed. If both are dis- 
regarded, the one violating the association 
rules, which require all and more than the city 
ordinances, is handed over to the Board of 
Health and prosecuted by the association. 
The opjects ot the body and other valuable in- 
formation were obtained from Inspector 
Crosby. 

**The milk supply of St. Louis is one of the 
mostimportant matters, because it affects every 
family directly. Thereisdailv consumed about 
21,000 gallons. Of this, the 7,500cows owned by 
the members of the association produce 15,000 
gallons, dairies not beionging to the associa- 
tion produces,.000, while 3,000 is brought here 
by railroad. With one exception the 15,000 
gallons put on the market bY the associated 
dairymén is milk produced in the western por- 
tion of the city, where the dairies have every 
Natural advantage of country, as well as 
proximity to the market, where itjcan be sold 
without delay. At present the supply is great 
anathereis no need for any one to adul: 
terate.’’ 

‘*What adulterations are used?’’ 

‘*A few facts about milk might not be unin- 
teresting tothe public. Miik is composed of 
eighty-seven parts of water, the remaining 
being salt, fat,albuminates and sugar of milk. 
It is known to the trade in threejforms, Whole 
milk orthe pure milk from theudder. half 
creamed, skimmed milk, and then follow the 
aduiterations. Water is of course the princi- 
pal aduiteration used, but this can be detected 
andit is necessary to color it. Then its 
specific gravity must be kept up and other in- 
gredients are found necessary. Among the 
principal adulterations are sugar,'gum arabic, 
starch, dextrine, egg cma gee of eggs, 
earthy substances, alkalis and dyes. The 
modes of adulterating are as follows: Water- 
ing, skimming, skimming and Watering, mix- 
ing skimmed and whole milk, and aading 
these foreign substances I name, to hide the 
evidences of adulteration. These are the tricks 
known tothe trade, but they are not used by 
reputable dairymen. The only thing they do 
is to water or skim, and under the rules 
they must, under penalty of fine, inform their 
customer Of the quality of the fluid they are 
selling.’’ 

In company with Mr. Crosby the _ re- 
porter started ont on a tour of inspection 
among the Western dairies, of the care of 
which the public has a well-founded Goubt. 
The object was to inquire into the work of 
preparing milk for the consumer, and examine 
the care, tood and condition of the cattle. At 
Aplie’s dairy, on the Manchester road, the 
first visited, sixty cows were stabled, al! tat 
and sleek, with the exception of 
a dozen, which the proprietor explained 
to the visitors were ‘‘springers’’ bought from 
farmers. The stanved hides of these animals 
contrasted strongly with the sleek sides of the 
city cows, and argned badly for the ‘‘pure 
country milk’’ that they were supposed to give 
before their purchase by the present owners, 
The next visited was Edward Ebinger’s, near 
the Manchester road and Pacific Railroad, 
This is One of the most extensive dairies in this 
vicinity, milking over 100 cows daily. The an- 
imals were housed in a high whitewashed 
stabie, two rows facing, while through 
the center ran a sinall car on tracks for feed- 
ing purposes. The place is ventilated by 
sliding windows and large doors at either end, 
A few hunared feet fromthe stablein a rock- 
walled cellar, where the milk was stored, in 
high cans immersed in the 
cool water of a spring, trom which a swift 
rivulet flowed out towards Chouteau avenue. 
Afterinspecting the large pastures and cattle 
the reporter was invited into & neat Swiss 


parlor, where rs sample of the 
rien milk was produced by the pro- 
prietor’s pretty niece. ‘‘Reporters don’t 


otten visit dairies,’’ said Mr. Ebinger, ‘‘for 
I suppose they don’t expect any news or intel- 
ligence to be there, but this is an important 
matter in which the public isinterested, and 
I am glad to be able to explain the business, to 
which I was raised in Switzerland. The 
charges of filth and adulterating this article of 
food are not made without reason by the pub- 
lic, but the remedy for all this isin the pow- 
er» oft the consumers. The city no longer 
provides for a Milk Inspector, so we have 
hired one at ourown expense. Of course we 
have black sheep .and dishonest men in our 
business as well as any other, and it is our ob- 
ject to watchthem. The feeding of brewers’ 
grain is wot agreed to be injurious if fed fresh. 
I nse verv little of it, having my own heating 
apparatus. Dairymen use it forits heating 
powers, which is not necessary inthe sum- 
mer time. I think you will findthe most of 
the dairies all clean and the stock well fed. 


Now, let me show you how 
the adulteration question stands. A milk 
producer can muke = reasonable profit 


selling whole milk at from 24 to. 26 ticketsifor 
$1. Over this numbeér he cannot. If the cua- 
tomcr demands more he must skim the milk 
and make the profit from tne cream or lose his 
customer. If they demand more than 30 he 
must skim deeper and adulterate. Any con- 
sumer can buy 24 or 26 tickets for $1 and agree 
to take whole milk only. Atany time he can 
send a sample to the Inspector, who will will- 
ingly teli whether he is receiving the pure milk 


or not, and will himself ‘prosecute the 
Cairyman found guilty of a deception. 
So, you see, the inatter is entirely 


in the bandsof the consumer. As rerards dirty 
datries and bad food my customers are wel- 
come at any time they are out driving to drop 
inandexamineit. I donottakeinto consid 

eration in this matter dealers or peddlers who 
co not-keep datries Dut only act as inter- 
mediates between the producers and con- 
sumers, or milk shipped here, which cannot 


possibly be as good as the city milk. It is 
shipped many miles in closed cans and 
puss through two or three hands 


before it reaches the consumer,and what hap- 
pens to icin its travels, or in whose bands, no 
body knows. No consumer dealing directly 
with the producer need ran any risk of using 
the unwholesoine and impure article. If one 
dairr man fails to furnish whatis wanted, the 
assoctation, whose iospector is in the Insur- 

anceBuilding, will furnish another.’’ 
Amonethe other suburban dairies visited 
was Beerman’s, on Theresa 
avenue; Steigeis & Steinlog’s, north of 
CorveBrilliante; Furrer’s,Wotli’s, Arnken’s and 
Wigget'’s, in the southwestern portion of the 
city. Ali these have large pee rounds, 
and use small parts of awill in teed. he onlv 
large dairy located down town is Ramsetter’s, 
on South Fitteenth street, two biocks below 
Latavette avenue. This did not have the pas- 
turing advantages of the others, but in want 
of that cut hay, bran and shipstuffs were 
ly fed, very little brewers Swill being | 


used, while the place was as clean as it could 
be kept. Anumber of small down-town dairies 
were cleanliness was not so much attended to 
where visited. Those disregarding the welfare 
ef the public in the management of dairies 
will, on continued offending. be prosecuted by 
the association. Tne benefits to both_ pro- 
ducer and consumer of having the office of 
inspector are patent. The one is protected 
from the inroads of competition while the 
other is given a certain amount of confi- 
dence through the existence of this officer. 
Since the creation of the office the condition 
of the dairies has been much improved.

Murderer Kring Approves of Gov. 
Crittenden’s Action,

Because, He Says, It Proves the Laws of 
Missouri area Fraud and Snare. 


A Post-DISPATCH reporter, wishing to learn 
the views of the most intelligent of the crimi- 
nals confined in Jail, visited that institution 
to-day andinterviewed them on what they 
thought of Jesse James and Gov. Crittenden. 
Charles F. Kring, the ‘“‘Father of the Jail,’’ 
was the first prisoner spoken to, and, inre- 
sponse to the question what he thought 
of the killing ot Jesse James 
he replied, ‘‘I have motread one-half of the 
press reports, asI am busy night and day in 
writing and revising ‘Love and Law, or, Mis- 
souri’s Fraud,’ which is the title of the book I 
shall shortly publish.’’ 

‘*But don’t you think the Governor was gui'ty 
of murder in ordering James to be killed?’’ 
asked the reporter. 

‘‘In one sense, yes; in another sense, no;’’ 
responded Kring. ‘‘The little I have read on 
Crittenden’s action is all based on personal or 


political partisanship; the one party would 


approve everything he does, the other censure 
everything, even should he make a Utopia of 
Missouri. nave not read anything in 
reference to the matter that is 
based on sound principles and 
reason only; nothing but self-interest and 
passion. This country is ruled by emotion. 
My opinion is that bis Excellency Thomas T. 
Crittenden, Governor of Missouri, has had the 
courage to demonstrate to the people or the 
United States that the courts of the State of 
Missouri are unreliable; that the people of cer 
tain sections of the State would never convict 
men like James; that 
THE LAWS OF THE COMMONWEALTH ARE A 
SNARS& AND A FRAUD, 
and its administrators venal and purchasable 
creatures; that murder and train robbing can 
only be wiped out of the State by murder and 
blood money. He has given Missouri 
courts a terrible kick, and Iam giad of it. 
The laws are not a system of revenge on the 
wrongdoer. The doctrine ‘aneye for an eye, 
a tooth for a tooth,’ might have been suitable 
to the old Jews and to the Rev. Mr. Claggett, 
but itis not the principle on which our laws 
rest. The main and only purpose of the laws is 
protection for society, and they are enacted in 
self defense against the criminal and for that 
purpose only. Inaterritory where no estab- 
lished laws exist, nor any means to protect 
men against a wrongdoer, the people may kill 
the offender, butwhen a state becomes civil- 
ized, then that mode of administering justice 
becomes a crime, as the law should be left to 
the authorities who are entrusted with its 
fulfillments.’’ 

‘*‘But when these authorities fail to admin- 
ister justice according to established rules, 
what then?’’ 

‘*Then the original principle applies. The 
laws of self-defense, applicable to the indi- 
vidual, are applicaple to society. An old ex 
slaveholder traat will come to this city and 
boastfally misinterpret the laws in order to 
make political capital, and an appellate court 
that will denya man a constitutional right 
granted to all others and afterwards pervert 
all laws and precedent in order to hang a man 
because it was ‘public policy’—these same 
judges would set the most dangerous train- 
robber free if by so doing they could 
gain the good-will of their supporters. 
I tell you, Missouri is a robber State. The 
Governor knew the robbers would be protected 
by juries aud judges, and in seli defense 
against society he had one of them murdered. 
It is of far more credit to the State in killinga 
crimiua! without lawthanitisto pervert the 
iaw and kill him wrongfully, under the guise 
or pretense of iaw.’’ 

‘*Do you think the action of Gov. Crittenden 
has any political significance?’’ 

‘*Yes, the slap thatthe Governor gave our 
Democratic judiciary and the Democratic 
friends of Mr. James signifies that his politi- 
cal conversion is near at hand. The spirit is 
working mightily.’’ 

‘*‘What de you think ofthe hasty action of the 
Governor in pardoning the Ford boys?’’ 

‘*To the murder of Jesse James he appliea the 
doctrinethatthe ‘end justifies the means.’ 
The doctrine is adangerous one and should 
only be the exception, notthe rule. The Gov- 
ernor was awfully inconsistent when he par- 
doned the boysin order to redeem a pledge. 
If murder can be justified as a means toward 
the endof the outiawthe lesscrime of ‘fraud’ 
cad be justified as a means towards the end 
of removing two undoubtedly meaner Outlaws.

Tied Up for Years to a City Hall Employe— 
Sad Case. 

A petition for divorce was filed to-day by 
Mrs. Anna M. Mohrhardt against Francia 
Mohrhardadt, a surveyorin the Street Commis- 
sioner’s department at the City Hall. The 
parties were married in this city in 1849. Mrs. 
Mohrhardt alleges that she always treated her 
husband with kindness and affection and en- 
deavored to do her duty faithfully as a wife. 
Her husband, however,she alleges, did not re 
gard his obligations, but acted in sucha 
manner as torender her condition intolera- 
ble, and finally thev separated a few days 
since. Mrs. Mobhrhardt alleves that her hus- 


band abused her and repeatedly 
whipped iher.

A Suicide Who Provided Himself With a 
Life Preserver Before Jumping 
Off the Bridge. 


Pedestrians on the bridge this morning were 
favored with a most sensational experience 
about a quarter tonine o’clock. A common- 
looking man, dressed coarsely, and seeeming 
to be sick, was standing at the middle of the 
center span looking idly down upon the water. 
He acted strangely, but no attention was 
attracted to him until tne whole span 


of the bridge was temporarily vacated, then 


pulling a piece of twine out of his pocket, he 
jumped upon the railing, and while his legs 
were dangling overthe side he tied tnem tight- 
ly together with the string. Then looking 
calmly at the people whe were hurrying 
toward him from both sjdes, he waited tantal- 
izingly until his would-be saviors were almost 
uptohim, when withasmile he cast him- 
self away from the bridge and went whizzing 
down to the water below. He began to fallin 
adoubied up position, but unsoonsciously 
straightened himself, andhe hit the water 
fairly and sqnarely with his feet, driving a 
spout of it for perhaps twenty feet 
WHERE HE DISAPPEARED. 

The whole thing was done 
so quickly that before the spectators had time 
togasp the man was gone. Down, down, 
down he went almost to the bottom of the 
river among the catfish and the turtles and 
then up he came to the surface. His very pre- 
caution against faitering which he took when 
he tied his legs together saved his life, for the 
imprisoned air made him as bouyant asa 
bladder. Try as he would he could not get his 
head under water, and almost as soon as he 
reappeared the tragedv changed into a com- 
edy. The suicide ducked his head into the 
water tvndcameup sneezing. He tried it on 
the other side with the sameresult. Some- 
times he would hold his mouth and nose with

TRY TO WORK HIMSELF UNDER WATER, 
but those greasy life- preserving clothes would 
not let him drown, Inthe meantime the tug 
Alice Parker had put out to the rescue and was 
soon within reach of the weary wayfarer. 
Planks were thrown'to him and ropes cast to him 
but he would none of either of them. 
The more the rescuers attempted to rescue, 
the more he drove his head into the water 
and beggedthemto go away. At last, tired 
of the play, Capt. J. M. Kiefline, the master 


ot the tug, took a boathoox and by 
a dextrous prod anchored it firmly in 
the suicide’s pantaloons, lifting him 


out of his watery grave likethe gay jug-fisher 
with the buffalo fish. Cold, shivering and mad 
the suicide was pulled on board venting his 
opinion of society and tug captains in the most 
uncomplimentary strain. When he was emp- 
tied of water and warmed at 
the engine, fire he was taken to the
